Then in an evil hour sin, dark, ugly, mortal | 
gin, sin which steeps the living soul in spiritual death, came into his life. | 
And now, lo! his former dignity has departed. He is no longer a friend of | 
Sod. He is like the wilful Prodigal Son of the Gospel story, who had left 
his father’s house and was forced to feed with the swine. He has become 
a useless tree, fit only to be cut down and cast into the fire. He is like a 
shattered column, bereft of beatity and proportion, a being to be pitied for 
the evil flight that has laid him low. 

And yet that same soul was created in the image of God. St. John 
Chrysostom rightly says that man by his very stature—upright and erect, 
differs from the beast which grovels on the ground. He should not demean 
himself to the level of the brute world which finds complete satisfaction in 
the vile things of sense. Hence even man’s bodily structure teaches him 
his superiority over all other created beings and points out his noble destiny. 
He can find no lasting happiness in grovelling among things of sense. He 
shatters all high ideals that may be expected of hini when he becomes the 
slave to sin. He becomes a shattered column, his soul is made an outcast 
and is degraded into a useless drudge. 

The sinner, thus despoiled of the beauty and strength of sanctifying 
grace, is blind to his shameful condition. He does not always recognize how 
low he has fallen, how he has been smitten to the ground. For it is the soul 
that is wounded, it is an invisible, infinite God who is offended. If for every 
theft the hand were stricken with palsy, if for every fraud the mind were to 
become deranged, if for every blasphemy, curse and filthy word, the tongue 
were to be smitten with corruption; if for every sin of uncleanliness, the body 
were to become covered with ulcers and leprosy,—then the sinner might 
understand in some degree the heinousness of sin. But the sinner lives on 
in his crime and wretched state and knows not the foulness of his soul. If 
only that soul ulcered, black and tainted could be revealed to his stricken 
gaze, he would recoil in horror from his own self. He would understand that 
it is a grievous injury to have offended the Lord God. He might understand 
that he is like the shattered column, once admired by the multitude, but 
whose feet now tread upon the broken fragments. 

Let us not then besmirch our high dignity by sin which brings us down 
to the level of the brute creation. Let us heed the warning of the Psalmist: 
“Man when he was in honor did not understand: he hath been compared to 
senseless beasts, and made like to them.” For to seek joy and satisfaction 
in the pleasures, delights, comforts and glittering vanities of earth is to 
‘ower and debase one’s dignity as the child of God.

Even the non-Catholic correspondents of the secular press glow 
with enthusiasm whon they speak of the services of the nursing 
Sisterhoods in caring for the wounded in the buge war now devas- 
tating Europe. These stories of the Sisters’ heroism should recall 
to us Ameritans the magnificent service civen to our country by 
these same Sisterhoods during the Civil War. 

It is recorded that in that four years of conflict a million men 
died of diseuse and wounds, fftS-six thousand on the field of battle, 
thirty-five thousand in the hospitals, and one hundred and eighty- 
four thousand by disease. The work of caring for the sick and 
Wounded put a great strain upon the resources of the Government, 
and in many cases they called upon the Sisterhoods for aid. At the 
Sutterlee Military Hospital in Philadelpiila, the Sisters cared for 
sixty thousand Union and Confederate Soldiers. Hurdreds of Sis- 
ters from Pittsburgh, New York and Baltimore served during the 
entire war. 

The Sisters of Mercy, the Sisters of Charity of Emmittsburg, of 
Nazareth, and of Mother Seton; the Sisters of St. Joseph and the 
Sisters of the Holy Cross all gave their aid to the Government in its 
very dire need, and nursed the Confederate soldiers in the hospitals 
of the South. 

After the war was over, the pitiful number of orphans appealed 
to the Sisters’ mercy and compassion, and were taken care of by 
them in schools and orphanages. No one knows the true extent and 
value of the service rendered by the Sisters during and after the 
Civil War, because their unselfish modesty has never trumpeted it 
forth to the world. But ft ts sure that the American Government 
Owes them a deep debt of gratitude. They are patriotic in the high-

OUR SISTERS’ SERVICE TO THEIR COUNTRY. 
. er 

Even the non-Catholic correspondents of the secular press glow 
with enthusiasm when they speak of the services of the nufsing 
Sisterhoods in caring for the wounded in the huge war now devas- 
tating Burope. These stories of the Sisters’ heroism should recall 
to us Americans the magnificent service civen to our country by 
these same Sisterhoods during the Civi] War. 

It is recorded that in that four years of conflict a million men 
died of disease and wounds, fifty-six thousand on the fleld of battle, 
thirty-five thousand fn the hospitals, and one hundred and eighty- 
four thousand by diséase. The work of caring for the sick and 
wounded put a great strain upon the resources of the Government, 
and in many cases they called upon the Sisterhoods for aid. At the 
Sutterlee Military Hospital in Philadelphia, the Sisters cared for 
sixty thousand Union and Confederate soldiers. HMurdreds of Sis- 
ters from Pittsburgh, Néw York and Baltimore served during the 
entire war. 

The Sisters of Mercy, the Sisters of Charity of Bmmittsburg, of 
Nazareth, and of Mother Seton; the Sisters of St. Joseph and the 
Sisters of the Holy Cross all gave their ald to the Government in its 
very dire need, and nursed the Confederate soldiers In the hospitals 
of the South. 

After the war Was over, the pitiful number of arphans appealed 

to the Sisters’ mercy and compassion, and were taken care of by 
rts in schools and orphanages. No one knows the true extent and 
value of the service rendered by the Sisters during and after the 
Civil War, because their unselfish modesty has never trumpeted it 
forth to the world. But it is sure that the American Government 
Owes them a deep debt of gratitude. They are patriotic in the high- 
est sense of patriotism, martyrs to their public duty, and unselfish 
helpers of their native land.
